AinrUAL  REPORT  OF  TFIE  DISTRICT  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  MEALTH 


FOR  TIIE  YEAR  ENDED  31ST  DECEMBER,  1972 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I IiAve  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Health  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
D«»cernber,  1972. 

This  \rill  be  the  last  health  report  presented  to  the  Edeyrnion  Rural  District 
Covmcil.  The  earliest  record  I can  find  is  one  made  by  Dr.  Howel  Wliite  to  the 
Central  Division  of  the  Rural  Sanitary  District  of  Com/en  Union.  This  is  a most 
interesting  doconent.  It  shows  that  the  population  of  the  district  (not  quite  the 
same  as  Edeyrnion  R.D.C.)  in  the  census  of  I891  was  5?^93*  In  1883  there  v/ere  102 
deaths  including  iS  under  the  age  of  1 year  and  one  death  from  typhoid  fever  and 
one  from  smallpox.  The  number  of  births  v/as  13I. 

In  1972  the  Registrar  Genef'als  estimate  of  the  population  was  3*820.  ‘The 
figure  in  the  1971  census  %vas  3*8l3  and  the  estimated  figure  in  1970  was  4,120. 

The  ntimber  of  births  was  S4  (63  in  1971)  with  no  still  births  and  three  infant 
deaths,  giving  a birth  rate  of  l4.1  (lS.4  in  1971)  and  an  infant  mortality  rate  of 
5S  (no  infant  deaths  in  1970) . 

Sixty-one  persons  from  the  Rural  District  died  during  the  year  (44  in  1971) • 
Again  most  of  the  deaths  v/ere  from  Heart  disease  (including  coronary  artery  disease) 
and  strokes.  But  there  v/as  a greater  proportion  of  deaths  from  cancer  then  in  1971. 

One  nev7  case  of  tuberculosis  vras  notified  but  there  v/as  no  deaths  from  the 
disease. 

I wish  to  thanlc  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  the  Clerk  and  all  the  other 
council  officials  for  their  help  during  the  year. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thanic  all  the  members  of  the  council  for  their  covirtesy 
and  support  during  my  period  in  office.

I hdve  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1972. 

This  is  my  2%-d  report  and  during  these  years  considerable  progress  has  been 
made  in  the  development  of  the  are-&. 

Mew  Se’werage  and  Sevrage  Disposal  Schemes  have  been  provided  for  all  the 
villages.  A Comprehensive  Mater  Scheme  was  provided  for  the  v/hole  of  the  area  v/ith 
the  eDcception  of  Bettws  G.G.  and  Melin  y Wig  which  Virere  supplied  from  the  Birkenhead 
Aqueduct.  The  number  of  Council  houses  built  in  this  period  increased  from  104  to 
421.  As  enumerated  below  under  the  various  headings  details  are  given  of  the 
various  services. 


Water  Supplies 

48  samples  of  v/ater  were  taken  by  the  Water  Board  from  the  Cynv/yd  supnly  for 
bacteriological  e2camination.  45  samples  were  satisfactory  with  3 unsatisfactory. 

7 samples  of  water  were  taken  from  private  sources.  These  v/ere  found  to  be 
vinsatisfactorj’-.  Advise  was  given  on  each  case  how  to  improve  the  water  supplies  to 
a satisfactory  bacteriological  standard. 

Housing 


Dtiring  the  year  2 Houses  were  completed  at  Deunant,  Gwyddelwern,  v/ith  4 
Bungalov/s  at  Bettws  G.G. , '2Houses  and  4 Bungalov/s  at  Glyndyfrdv/y  under  construOtions 
Branallt  and  Berx/yn  House,  Corwen;  Pig  y Bont,  Cynwydj  Arran  Mouse/Zrran  Grove, 
Gwyddelv/ern  were  modernised  and  let. 


Alterations  to  1 •»  6 Sun  Terrace,  Glyndyfrdwy  v/ere  completed.

All  schools  in  the  area  were  inspected  and  conditions  v/ere  found  to  be 

satisfactory.  Still  no  progress  has  been  made  to  improve  on  sanitary  accommodations 
wnich  are  sited  outdoor.

Further  progress  xvas  made  during  the  year  and  agreement  reached  on  the  site 
for  the  si/inming  pool  at  Maesafallen,  Corv/’eno 

Sev/erage 

Samples  of  effluent  from  the  various  sewage  disposal  works  were  taken  during 
the  year  by  the  Dee  and  Clv;yd  River  Authority*  On  the  whole  samples  were  satisfactor 
and  the  works  have  been  v/ell  maintained. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

During  the  year  supervission  of  the  streams  in  the  area  was  carried  out  and 
rubbish  was  cleared  from  river  beds  on  occasions.  In  general  the  disposing  of 
rubbish  into  rivers  and  streams  was  fairly  remote. 

Caravan  and  Camping  Bites 

There  are  9 licenced  sites  with  a total  of  123  caravans. 

Smoke  Abatement 

The  district  remained  free  from  any  serious  smoke  nuisance;  v/ith  dv/elling  houses 
still  being  the  main  cause  of  smoke  emission  in  the  area. 

Two  complaints  of  smoke  nuisances  were  received  during  the  year  and  dealt  'with 
informally. 

Rodent  Control 

The  work  of  rodent  control  was  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  employees, 

¥arfarin  was  still  successfully  used  with  no  sign  of  resistance.  Mo  major 
infestations  occured  and  the  number  of  notified  minor  infestations  decreased  during 
the  year.

The  butchers  and  wholesalers  still  continue  to  deal  in  high  quality  axiitnals. 
The  rejection  of  v/hole  carcasses  as  tinfit  for  hunan  consumption  still  rcaiiains  at  a 
vei*y  small  percentage. 

FASCIOLIOS IS  (LIVER  FLUIiE)  AMD  ECCmNOCCUS 

The  incidence  of  these  parasites  in  organs  of  cattle  and  sheep  again  this  year 
showed  an  appreciable  decrease  to  previous  years. 


ASC/i^IS 

The  occurrence  of  this  round  worm  showed  an  increase  compared  to  the  substantial 
decrease  in  the  previous  year. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

The  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  in  Cattle  and  Pigs  still  remains  a rare  occurence. 
Of  1790  Pigs  slaughtered  during  the  year,  12  cases  of  Avian  Tuberculosis  vrore  found 
- s'lowing  a slight  increase  to  the  previous  year. 

POULTRY  INSPECTION 

Inspection  of  poultry  during  the  yeeir  and  prior  to  the  Cliristmas  holiday  - 
resulted  in  only  one  chicken  and  one  turkey  being  condemned.  The  standeird  c^d 
quality  of  dressed  poultry  for  sale  in  the  area  remains  very  satisfactory*
